President William Richardson an- 
nounced in a press conference yesterday 
that his final act as president of The Johns 
Hopkins University would be to drop the 
‘s’ in “Johns”. 

When pressed for a reason, Richardson 
revealed that the ‘s’ was originally a typo- 
graphical error on Johns Hopkins’ birth 
certificate. While digging through the 
University’s collection of Johns Hopkins’ 
private papers, Richardson came across a 
letter from a doctor, addressed to Johns 
Hopkins’ parents stating “...Once again, I 
am truly sorry thatI was notable to restrain 
myself from adding that ‘s’. I don’t know 
what came over me. It just seemed so 
funny at the time, and ‘s’ is, after all, my 
favorite letter in the alphabet.” 

“Tt is obvious that Johns Hopkins’ legal 
name was notthe one meant for himatall,” 
President Richardson announced, “Wealso 
have reason to believe that he wished the 
university to be named after the name his 
mother chose for him, but somehow, that 
was messed up too.

President Richardson evidently did not 
just have Johns Hopkins’ dying wish in 
mind. A few years ago, the “The” was 
dropped from “The Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity’, but nobody seemed to notice. “It 
just sounded too formal that way, and we 
didn’t want to sound stuck up,” admitted 
Dean of Students Susan Boswell. “Be- 
sides, look at what it did to us—we kept 
dropping down the ranks of the US News 
& Report Best Colleges poll. So obviously 
we needed to do something much more 
drastic.” 

“We think that by getting rid of the ‘s’, 
we won't be perceived as stuffy,”

Richardson added, “I think this will defi- 
nitely at least put us at the number three in 
the College Magazine poll (see related story 
“Hopkins in Top Ten Fun Schools” on Page 
Z2). Atleast then we’ Il be the top college at 
something. Heck, who needs to be the top 
academic college anyway? These students 
shouldreally loosen up and try toremember 
that.” 

The consequences of this change inname 
will have grim repercussions throughout 
the Hopkins organization. On the 
Homewood campus, Printing Services will 
be hardest hit. Last time, when “The” was 
dropped “The Johns Hopkins University”, 
Printing Setvices had to reprint all the Uni- 
versity stationary. This extra load put a 
severe strain on the printers. 

With the dropping of “S” Printing Ser- 
vices will once again be overloaded with 
work. All printing requests including lab 
manuals and texts for various classes will 
be indefinitely suspended. 

One Printing Services employee was 
heard saying that the University should just 
purchase many cases of liquid paper cor- 
rection fluid and let each department white- 
out their own stationary. 

In a random poll of 30 Hopkins under- 
graduates, the response to the news was 
overwhelmingly negative. Senior Ima Trote 
wailed,”’Like, I just finally got everyone I 
know how to pronounce it correctly. I'll 
have to start correcting them again. They'll 
think I never knew what I was talking 
about!

Incoming Class Oversized 
Sophomores Will Not Be Guaranteed Housing in Fall

For the second consecutive year, Johns 
Hopkins will have a freshman class of record 
size when the Class of 1999 matriculates in 
September. 

According to University President William 
Richardson, “I am very pleased that in the time 
I’ve been here, Hopkins has become a very 
desirable place to attend. It’s just too bad we 
didn’t anticipate the large demand.” 

The large class, expected to be comprised of 
about 1100 freshmen will radically affect stu- 
dent housing next year. Sophomores will not 
be guaranteed space in University housing. 

In fact, well over 500 members of the cur- 
rent freshman class will likely be displaced. “I 
don’t know what I’m going to do,” said fresh- 
man Scottie McSway. “I haven’t started look- 
ing for an apartment and I don’t know if I'll 


need to.” 

It is still unclear how the housing office will 
deal with the problem, specifically which sopho- 
mores will be allowed to live on campus. 

Director of Housing Carol Mohr noted that 
whatever is decided, should be settled quickly. 
“We don’t want to have anyone left out in the 
cold at the last minute,” she noted. “‘But, then 
again, that’s sort of what will happen to them, 
isn’t it?” 

Most students believe that a lottery is the 
only fair way to solve the problem. It may be a 
bit of a logistical nightmare, according to some 
students on campus. 

“Wecan’t even get people to vote even after 
we take out large advertisements telling people 
to please vote, “ said Peter Dolkart. “How are 
we ever going to get an entire class to register 
for a lottery?” 

A meeting to answer any questions or con- 
cerns will be held sometime next week.

Gov. Schaefer to Head Johns Hopkins 


Search Committee Chooses Former Governor to baie JHU into the Next Century

In a press release sent out late Thursday, the 
Johns Hopkins Board of Trustees announced 
that the new university president would be 
William Donald Schaefer, former governor of 
Maryland. Schaefer replaces William 
Richardson, whois leaving to head the Kellogg 
Foundation this summer. The announcement 
comes several months ahead of schedule. 

Chair of the Board of Trustees, Morris 
Offitt, says that Schaefer was the “perfect 
choice. These days, you need a political savvy 
and the ability to raise funds to head a univer- 
sity.” Academic considerations, said Offitt, 
were of secondary concern to the Presidential 
search committee. 

When reached for comment, Schaefer said 
that he was “pleased to be heading such a fine 
institution.” The former governor said that he 
plans to pick up the university fund raising 
campaigns where Richardson left them, and 
shift them into “really high gear. Richardson 
was doing a fine job, but I really think that we 
can do a lot more.” 

In a move that even the new President 
acknowledges will be unpopular, Schaefer plans 
to lobby the Board of Trustees for a ten percent 
tuition hike for the next three academic years, 
in all of Hopkins’ schools and divisions. “I 
want the academic divisions to become self 
sufficient so that we are reaping pure profit 
from the school’s research. If it weren’t for 
undergraduates, this university would be one 
of the most profitable in the country.” 

Schaefer was governor of Maryland for 12 
years, leaving office due to a constitutional 
term limit in the Maryland State charter. The 
former governor has been out of the media eye 
since current governor Glendening took over. 

“We started talking to [Schaefer] in Febru- 
ary,” said Offitt. “Although we did have some 
forums to let people think they were having 
input, our choice was already pretty much 
made.” Student representative to the Presiden- 
tial search committee Joey Crawford agrees 


with this assessment saying “students, espe- 
cially on council, have had very little intelli- 
gent input. It really would have been a waste of 
time to wait for their input.” 


Hopkins Responds 


Response across campus was swift and 
strong. Many students thought this reporter 
was joking when he asked about the presiden- 
tial choice. The vast majority, of course, simply 
didn’t care. 

Student Council President Eldridge reacted 
to the choice by saying “who cares, I’m out of 
here anyway. Too bad for the people who will 
be here for the next few years though.” 

Provost Joseph Cooper offered the follow- 
ing statement on Schaefer's appointment. “ 


This used to be my playground. Now it’s ours. 


Hopkins Acquires Memorial Stadium

After a day of improbable negotiations, 
‘members of the Johns Hopkins Board of Trust- 


ees announced late last night a deal to buy 


- Memorial Stadium from Baltimore City. The 


transaction is expected to become finalized 
sometime this month. 

Acquiring the stadium will cost the univer- 
sity $80 million. The city is expected to use the 

money to renovate inner city schools. “Both 
parties should benefit tremendously from this 
deal,” said Baltimore mayor Kurt Schmoke. “It 
appears to be a win-win situation.” 

Hopkins has already landed one majorevent 
for the stadium. The United States Lacrosse 
Association has announced plans to hold the 
1996 NCAA Final Four in Baltimore. “We're 
expected to have the biggest crowd ever to see 


alacrosse game,” said incoming athletic direc- _ 


tor Tom Calder. “It will be incredible to see 
such a large crowd, knowing that we get a big 
chunk of the gate.” 

In fact, Johns Hopkins plans to play a lot of 


lacrosse at the stadium both the Orioles and 


Colts once called home. “If we can pull it off, 
we'd like to play this year’s Loyola-Hopkins 
game there,” said coach Tony Seaman. The 
game is scheduled to be played at Homewood 
Field on May 6. The Blue Jays will play most 
of their home schedule there next season. 


Baseball’s Potential Return 


Another set of events may have a major 
impact on Homewood this summer. Last week, 
some members of the Major League Players 
Association announced plans for a barnstorm- 
ing tour beginning in late May. The tour would 
include 120 of the game’s top striking players 


and would be designed to compete with re- 


placement baseball. 

Toronto Blue Jay outfielder Mike Huff an- 
nounced that Baltimore would be one of the 
highlighted cities on the tour. “Peter Angelos 
owns the Orioles and he agreed to let us use 
Camden Yards,” noted Huff last week. Angelos 
has irritated other owners by his refusal to file 
areplacementteam, 

Camden Yards fell through as a potential

Ina press release for 
the group, Hepkins Lacrosse leader Terry 
Riordan said “Coach Seaman was clearly one 
of the top five choices. It is an outrage that he 
wasn’t even interviewed for the job.”

In a recent Roliing Stone survey of 
300 universities, the Johns Hopkins 
University made a stunning gain onthe 
list of most fun schools to attend.

Future Plans 


Beyond lacrosse and baseball, it 
seems like a costly acquisition for the 
university. Hopkins does have plans 
for the 41 year old stadium, however. 

First, the stadium is home to the 
Baltimore Football Club (don’t call 
them the Colts) of the Canadian Foot- 
ball League. The CFL Club plays nine 
home games there and would now pay 
rent to Johns Hopkins. Club owner Jim 
Speros is abit worried. “Thope Angelos 
doesn’t think he can suck more money 
out of me,” Speros said. ““Doesn’t that 
damn school already own half the 
state?” 

The CFL season ends Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend, meaning the stadium 
would have little use from January to 
the start of lacrosse season in March. 
Hopkins has several ideas on what to 
do in those months. The most likely 
one in the short run would be to re- 
open the stadium’s ice rink. 

The ice rink would have several 
uses. Students would have an addi- 
tional free source of recreation. The 
hockey team would have home ice for 
the firsttime. The university could also 
generate money by leasing ice time out 
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to other organizations. 

“We could even host one of those 
made for television cheeseball skating 
events,” said News-Letter skating cor- 
respondent Kiki Gumbel. “Something 
like Ice Wars or Fox’s Rock and Roll 
Skating...hell, I wouldn’t care what 
you call itas long as Philippe Candeloro 
shows up.” 

The ice rink seems to be a done 
deal. In fact, national figure skating 
champion Nicole Bobek was spotted 
on campus last week. It appears un- 
likely that Bobek would even consider 
Hopkins unless arrangements were 
made to accommodate her training 
schedule. Bobek, the 17 year old who 
recently had felony charges against 
her dropped on a technicality, refused 
to comment about her future plans. 


Long Range Plans

skating. “We want the thing for BIA 
events,” said Tony Tsai. “It would bea 
real waste not to use it to its fullest 
potential.” 

The university is also rumored to be 


moving its entire sports program to 


Division I. “With a stadium like that, 
who wouldn’t want to play here?” 
asked Bob Scott. “I shouldn’t com- 
ment, but we’re entertaining offers from 
the Big East and the Atlantic Coast 


Conference.” 


The university is still in the early 
stages of exploring all options. “Clearly 


there’s lots of potential with such a 
wonderful facility,” noted Bill 
Harrington of Student Activities.

Arecentsurvey of the top twenty- 
fivemedical schools across the coun- 
try reveals that most professors be- 
lieve that organic chemistry is 
completely irrelevant to the medical 
profession. 

“It's a big sham. In all my years 
as amedical practitioner, I’ ve never 
once had to know my alkenes from 
my benzenes,” reported Dr. Scholl 
from the Harvard Medical School. 
“I think students should spend their 
time studying the important aspects 
of the profession, like lying 
straightfaced to terminally ill pa- 
tients.” 

Dr. Strangelove from Yale 
agrees. “By habitually forcing stu- 
dents to take classes such as organic 
chemistry and biochemistry, tax- 
payers are losing millions of dollars 
in government-sponsored student 
loans.” 

Despite all the criticism of or- 
ganic chemistry as a pre-medical 
requirement, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity continues to have it as a 
requirement. 

“Weneed doctors who know how 
to manipulate the ball and stick mod- 
els of atoms. How else are they 
going to make their offices look 
impressive? Certainly not with a 
framed degree from Johns Hopkins 
Medical School,” elucidated Dr. 
Livingstone from the Johns Hopkins 
University. “The hanging skeletons 
and medical charts just don’t con- 
vince people anymore. But a sey- 
enty dollar organic chemistry book 
on the bookshelf; that’s believable.” 

Asaconsequence, Johns Hopkins 
will continue to offer organic chem- 
istry, colloquially known as “‘orgo” 
as a requirement for pre-medical 
students. Dr. Warsaw, the head of 
the chemistry department, breathed 
a sigh of relief. “For a while there, I 
was afraid that we weren’t going to

be able to hide behind our facade of 
academia, and that we'd actually 
have to find real jobs. We can’t 
interact like normal human beings.” 
Later, he added, “I just wish that the 
orgo lab kids would stop sniffing 
the ether.” 

Student reactions are generally 
apathetic. “So when is the next test 
again?” was the typical response 
when twenty students were asked 
for their opinions about the contin- 
ued policy. 

In general, most medical schools 
will only require that students take 
two psychology classes, a class in 
invertebrate biology, and an ad- 
vanced semester of fruit fly devel- 
opment. “Flatworms and maggots 
are crucial to understanding the hu- 
man body,” said Dr. Scholl. They 
also suggest at least a semester of 
drawing in order to make patient 
charts look more presentable. “It’s 
more important to keep the patient 
entertained, rather than informed. 
They don’t want to know about their 
own molecular biology. They want 
to see pretty graphs on their charts in 
full color.” 

In addition to the requirements 
in place, Hopkins will require a up- 
per-level math course to aid the 
future doctors figure out their bills. 
“Tt’s just not fair,” said junior ex- 
pre-med student Robin Coherence.

Scientists at the Johns Hopkins 
Medical Institutions have identified the 
forgetfulness gene.
